Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.--SecretarV of the Treasury Hus- 


ton today asked Congress to boost the federal income tax rates 
two per cent on incomes under $5,000. Huston at the same time 
asked that surtaxes be lowered on some incomes over $5,000. 
Corporations be made to pay a flat tax of 20 per cent on undi- 
vided profits. Big increases be made in the existing consumers' 
tax on tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, candy, chewing gum and the 
Hke. Gasoline be taxed two cents per gallon and automobiles 50 
cents per horse power. 


Huston's proposals were contained in his annual report 


presented the House at noon and are intended to net the gov- 
ernment two billion* a year. That part of the report dealing 
with tax revision wa* intended a* a guide to Congress in pass- 
ing revised laws to take the place of those enacted during the 
war, and which are failing to produce sufficient revenue for the 
government, according to the secretary.

might be 10 economical as to merely 
maintain the animal, but this would 
not be economy 'when gain in weight 
was the object sought. 


Qraater DM ef Ch«sp*r Feed*. 


At the present time, when grain and 


I concentrates are so eSpciisho. it l» all 
\ the more Important that a gic.ttei use 


be made of cheaper feeds. The cheap- 
er feeds are those rtiiaed on the farm 
and consist primarily of rouglmges. 
Then, gieater economy will depeud up- 
on a greater use of roughages, proper- 
ly balanced with some grain or protein 
concentrate. 


It should be borne In mind that a 


balanced ration is oot necessarily the 
most-economical.* A ration having a 
nutritive ration of 1.6 might produce 
the greatest dally gains on a two jear- 
old steer, jet, It might show better 
judgment and more profit to feed a 
latiun with a ratio of 1.8, produced by 
utilization of a greater amount of 
cheaper roughages, 
and a- lesser 


amount of high-priced concentrates 


Tlie practke ot feeding hlgh-prlcert 


feed<<, and not making a full use of 
rongluiges, Is quite general throughout 
the corn belt. In aftue of the middle 
•western states, very little straw Is 
used for feed, but practically all for 
bedding. Quite often the cattle are 
allowed to run around the straw stack, 
resulting In a waste of at least CO 
per cent of the straw. Straw, as dry 
roughnjje, forms a \ery prominent 
place In u ration for cattle, either la 
the fattening lot or when fed to stock- 
ers and feeders. 


In some sections of Indiara oat 


rnd wheat straw make up the entire 
dry roughage for the greater part of 
the feeding period. 
In certain pr.rts 


of Nebraska, where alfalfa Is pro- 
duced abundantly, the straw Is used 
only for bedding E\en where alfnlfu 
hay Is fed, cattle will eat inoie or leis 
of good straw, If they have access to 
H. 
It Is a good Idea to keep some 


straw before them. Let the cattle 
pick it over uud use what Is left for 
bedding.

Now Is a good time to look at vonr

In some states most of the corn Is 


cut, shocked, and husked out by hand 
later in the season.

The shredded fodder, which Is refused 
by the cattle, makes one of the very 
best bedding materials. 


Corn fodder, ^hile It Is a good 


roughage, is not an economical one. 
There is a very large wastt in 
handling. A large percentage of the 
leaves are lost, and the com Itielf is 
a boat all the cat'.le get from the en- 
tirex corn plant. 
Run jour fodder 


through n shreddnr, feed the enr corn 
separately, and the greater i>art of tlie 
corn plant wilt be utilized. Corn fod- 
der, however, can b* u^ext advanta- 
giously at the beginning of the feeding 
period In tho fall or etulj 
vt inter 


Range cnttle that ha*e ne\ei ipen corn 
or grain of nuy kind can be put on 
feed more rapidly bj starting on green 
or cured eorn fodder.

Silage Is worth at the present time 
from 910 to $13 a ton, depending upon 
local labor conditions and upon the 
quality and yield of corn. Eren at 
these prices It makes one of the most 
economical cattle feeds. More cattle 
cnn be handled on a given farm area 
where the silo furnishes the bulk of 
the roughage. 
More feed con be 


stored per cubic foot of space tbat» by 
any other means. Cuttle can be fat- 
tened on sllnge, supplemented with a 
small amount of a highly eoii<'< ntrated 
protein feed, such us ootlonseed or lin- 
seed meal, and a little dry roughage, 
such as oat straw
